The ice rink contains ten miles of 
one and one-quarter inch wrought iron 
piping through which a total of twelve 
hundred gallons per minute of brine

The Recent School Burning in California to test 
building design and fire protection equipment under 
carefully controlled conditions has caused a great 
deal of comment... pro and con.
